Chicago tops list of mustache-friendly 
metropolises— got a problem with that?

Chicago’s legendary coaches and managers all had ftirry up- 
per lips when they clinched championships. Mike Ditka of 
the Bears. The Bulls’ Phil Jackson. Ozzie Guillen from the 
Sox. And the Blackhawks’ Joel Quenneville. 

Must be the luck of the ’stache. 

“There’s no denying the performance-enhancing ability of 
the mustache,” said Aaron Perlut, president of the American 
Mustache Institute. 

The so-called facial hair think tank and faux advocacy group on 
Wednesday is set to announce Chicago as America’s most “mustache- 
friendly” city, citing our reputation for harboring the likes of firefight- 
ers, police officers and athletes with lip fuzz. The style is expected to 
get more attention in November as Chicagoans grow lip sweaters for 
fundraisers such as Movember and Mustaches for Kids. But is the 
’stache— which undoubtedly has seen its popularity climb in recent 
years — still cool? 

“I think it’s sexy,” said Erica Badie, 27, a social worker who lives in 
the Loop. 

Badie, whose boyfriend had a mustache, is all about it. She carries 
a mustache-shaped mint case and even has a mustache-design pillow 
at home. 

And the trend doesn’t seem to be fading. Look no further than Ur- 
ban Outfitters, where shoppers can buy mustache mugs, pint glasses 
and even bandages sporting the motif And a number of bars have 
hosted mustache-themed parties. 

The American Mustache Institute, based in St. Louis, will host its 
annual ’Stache Bash on Oct. 28 at Joe’s Bar near Goose Island. That’s 
when the Robert Goulet Memorial Mustached American of the Year 
wiU be announced. 

Although the mustache has had a dry spell for years, evidence of an 
uptick abounds. Celebs such as Brad Pitt and George Clooney have 
been known to groom their upper lip whiskers, as have hipsters and

Union sprouted up as a local chapter of 
Beard Team USA, a competitive facial hair 
group that has had members featured on 
IFC’s reality show “Whisker Wars.” 

Jeremy Scheuch, 32, of Humboldt Park, 
grew his handlebar mustache eight years 
ago for a theme party He decided he liked 
it and has kept it ever since. 

Not even Scheuch’s wife, Maya, who has 
been with him for three years, has seen him 
without his ’stache— except in pictures. 
“It’s really playful. It’s a nice feature for his 
face,” she said. She, interestingly, has her 
own instant mustache— in the form of a 
tattoo on her index finger. 

Scheuch’s ’stache definitely is a conversa- 
tion starter. Some people tell him it looks 
horrible. Others ask how he gets it to stay 
on because they think it’s fake, especially 
around Halloween. Guys congratulate him 


on it. When a girl says, “I Like your mus- 
tache,” he sometimes gives her a smart-ass 
remark: “I like yours too.” 

Weirdly, strangers try to touch his mus- 
tache and want to take pictures with him. “I 
don’t mind it. [ I’ve ] got a ridiculous-looking 
mustache on my face and I get ridiculous 
comments,” he said. 

Meanwhile, other guys said they don’t get 
asked about face fiizz at all. 

Unlike Scheuch, Fide I Jackson doesn’t get 
too much attention for his ’stache. He says 
he’s been growing it for two years, mainly 
so he can look older, “I just don’t look right 
without it,” saidjaekson, 20, a student who 
lives on the Gold Coast. “I’ve been told a lot 
I’ve got a baby face. I look young. It adds on 
an extra year or two.” 

One thing is certain: T he mustache has 
yet to reach the levels it enjoyed in its last 
round of popularity, the 1970 s. 


In those days, every man had three 
things: a perm, a mustache and a turtle- 
neck, Perlut joked, livery newsman and cop 
had a lip sweater. “Police departments is- 
sued them [along! with uniforms, guns and 
ba(%es,” he said. 

Mustaches fell out of fashion toward the 
end of the ’70s because they developed a 
negative connotation because of, among 
other things, their association with char- 
acters such as porn stars, swingers and 
villains, said Allan Peterkin, author of 
the books ^Hhe Bearded Gentleman” and 
“One Thousand Beards,” 

A few notable exceptions of men who 
bucked that trend were Burt Reynolds and 
Tom Selleck, whose mustaches became 
their trademarks. Peterkin predicts a ’stache 
comeback: “We could be in the midst of a 
new heyday.”

The skinny 
on food issues 

D Food trucics; Aid. Scott Waguespack 
{32nd) in June reintroduced a food truck 
ordinance that would allow onboard cooking, 
among other provisions. It recently was re^ 
ferred to two committees for reconsideration. 


Urban agriculture; Within months of ar- 
riving in office. Mayor Emanuel backed 
new urban agriculture provisions that increase 
maximum plot size, allow on-site sale of pro- 
duce and eliminate certain fencing require- 
ments. The City Council approved the ordi- 
nance this month. Details of new provisions for 
beekeeping and fish farming are expected to 
be worked out over the next six months. 


Shared kitchens: The City Council under 
Mayor Richard M. Daley’s administration ap- 
proved a revised shared-kitchens ordinance 
that no longer requires additional inspections 
each time a new client rents a cooking space, 
while also creating new licensing categories 
and prices. 


Food carts: Advocates for food carts 
had hoped their licensing could be tied 
to the proposed food truck ordinance, but that 
is looking unlikely. The University of Chicago's 
Institute for Justice is working with the vendors 
to launch a plan for legalization, possibly based 
on current food cart licenses for those who op- 
erate on Park District land. 


Commercial composting: Businesses that 
turn scraps into compost recently were legal- 
ized in Illinois, but in Chicago, it’s still cheaper 
to send compostable food waste to landfills. 
Advocate Ken Dunn believes composting 
would increase if landfill fees and compost- 
ing costs were more similar, and if authorities 
waived licensing fees for farms in Chicago 
neighborhoods. That would give community 
members convenient places to bring food 
scraps. Dunn said. David Spielfogel. Emanuel’s 
chief of policy, said the mayor’s office is study- 
ing the issue. 


D Llntc cards at farmers markets: Last 
year the city started accepting food- 
stamp cards at a few city-run farmers markets. 
This year that number grew to 10, with many 
doubling the value of food stamp purchases 
up to $10 per visit Sales through food stamp 
dollars have passed $30,000 this year, and the 
program is expected to expand further in 2012. 


Food deserts; Emanuel met with CEOs in June 
to encourage them to open more groceries 
in underserved communities. Walgreens and 
Save- A- Lot stores have pledged to open dozens 
of new stores in these areas, with some of their 
initial commitments coming before Emanuel 
started his term, tsjbune

Census: Same-sex 
data was inflated 


Chicago Tribune 

Mistakes made on some 
2010 census forms led 
the US. Census Bureau 
to report an “artificially 
inflated” number of same- 
sex households in August, 
census officials said Tues- 
day. 

While the Census Bu- 
reau reported 901,997 same- 
sex households nationally in 
August, new calculations 
of the 2010 census indicate 
there are 648,464 such households* 

In Illinois, the same-sex household total 
was revised downward from 32,469 to 23,049. 
The revised state number is less than i per- 
cent more than the 22,887 figure reported in 
the 2000 census. 


Using the original census 
figures, the Tribune and 
RedEye in August reported 
the statewide increase was 
40 percent. 

“What went wrong is 
something that we have 
known about for some 
rime,” said UCLA School 
of Law demographer Gary 
Gates* Unclear census 
forms led heterosexual 
couples in some cases to 
check boxes identifying 
themselves as same-sex couples, Gates said. 

^‘There are something like 60 million dif- 
ferent-sex {heterosexual] couples in the US*, 
and if five or six per thousand make a mistake, 
the data come in boking like there arc far 
more same-sex couples,” Gates said.

Emotional testimony 
marks start of M J trial 


LOS ANGELES Images of Michael Jack- 
son lying dead in a hospital and rehears- 
ing the day before his death, along with recol- 
lections of the singer as a troubled “lost boy,” 
made for a heart-wrcnching opening Tuesday 
to the manslaughter trial of the doctor hired to 
care for him.

But Murray’s lawyers argued Jackson “caused 
his own death” by giving himself extra medica- 


tion in a bid to sleep* 

“He died so rapidly so instantly be didn’t 
even have time to close his eyes,” defense 
attorney lid Chernoff said in opening argu- 
ments. 

Mtxrray who was paid $150,000 a month 
to care for Jackson, wiped away tears during 
Tuesday’s opening statements as Chernoff de- 
fended him. 

Murray denies he is guilty of the involuntary 
manslaughter of Jackson on June 25, 2009, but 
admits giving the 50 -year-old pop star a dose 
of the powerful anesthetic propofol as a sleep 
aid. 

He faces a prison sentence of up to four years 
if convicted.

» In beach polo, there are three 
players on each team with four 
chukkers (periods) lasting seven 
minutes each. Between chukkers, 
the players switch to fresh horses. 

»The players attempt to hit a 
hockey puck-size, hard leather ball 
with mallets through a goal 
18 feet wide and at least 10 feet 
high. The field is 100 yards long 
and 50 yards wide, or about the 
size of a football field, and en- 
closed by 4-foot-high side boards. 

» Each player is assigned a handi- 
cap from -2 to 10 based on his or 
her ability. The total handicap of 
the players for each team are add- 
ed up, and it affects the start of the 
game accordingly. For example, 
if one team has a handicap of 26 
and the other 24, the team with 24 
starts with a two-goal advantage. 

»The “line of the ball ” is the basis 
for most of the rules. It’s an imagi- 
nary line extending from the ball in 
the direction it is traveling. The play- 
ers aren’t allowed to cross the line 
of the ball and instead attack from 
the side to avoid injury. Penalties of- 
ten result from crossing the line of 
the ball, resulting in a free hit. 

» At the end of match, the team 
with the most goals wins. 


Combine, sand, saddles and (hopefully) sun and you 
get ... a beach polo tournament on the lakefront

Ifyou saw a horse on North Avenue Bcach^ you'd 
probably want to get your eyes checked or think 
youVe been hitting Castaways a little too hard. 

But on Saturday and Sunday horses are taking 
over the beach. 

The first Chicago Beach Polo World Cup will 
be played on the sand, bringing some o f the best 
polo players in the world to the city's lakefront. 

Polo often brings to mind snobby aristocrats. 
But top players such as Dave ^JCTgdahl see the 
game differently from most; for him, it's more 
like an addiction. 

“It’s a lifestyle, a breed,” he said. 

Wigdahl grew up on a farm in Barrington. 
After he tried show jumping, he fell in love 
with polo. Now he’s been playing for about 40 
years and is a former six-goal player, meaning 
his opponents were spotted that many goals 
before each match started. It’s an impressive 
rating when five goals usually signifies a top- 
level player. 

He is one of the many elite polo players com- 
ing to the lakefront this weekend. Beach polo is 
a variation on traditional field polo, played on a 
smaller field with fewer players per team. The 
sport started in 2004 in Dubai; Bruce Orosz 
brought it to the U.S. in 2005 and has held a 
tournament in Miami ever year since, drawing 
both first-timers and die-hard polo fans. 

This year Orosz wanted to expand, and once 
he saw North Avenue Beach from the Hancock 
Center, he knew Chicago was the place. 

“I looked down and saw it and said, ‘that’s the 
spot,’ ” he said. “I was truly blown away by the 
lake. I thought this was a natural location for it

with an urban environment.” 

Orosz said there was an “understanding and 
an appreciation” of polo in Chicago dating to 
the days of the barons in city history such as 
Marshall Fields and Col. Robert McCormick 
being avid polo players. Polo’s history in Chi- 
cago stretches back to 1879, when the Chicago 
Polo Club was formed, playing in Lincoln Park. 
The nearby Oak Brook Polo Club was the hub 
of the sport in the U.S. from the 1950s through 
the ’80s. 

Alex Webbe, chairman of the International 



Beach Polo Association, grew up in Barrington 
playing polo at places such as the Chicago Av- 
enue Armory. Tie said beach polo makes the 
sport more accessible to people who have never 
seen it. 

However, it's hard to ignore the aspect of 
wealth in the game known as the “sport of 
kings,” which serves as both a draw and a barrier 
to entry for the sport. 

“The aristocratic tones to it aren't sublimi- 
nal,” Webbe said. “It's like yacht racing or For- 
mula I racing; not everyone can do that. There

arc no shortcuts. You can’t do donkey polo. 
Horses are expensive. How many times do 
people dress up to go somewhere? 'You can 
become one of the Ciatsby set for at least one 
night.” 

But that doesn’t mean there aren’t ways to 
get into the sport. 

Tracy Regas grew up in Barrington and still 
lives there. As a way to earn extra money in 
college, Regas groomed horses at Oak Brook 
Polo Club despite knowing nothing about 
polo. She lell in love with the sport and after 


graduating she worked in advertising and was 
able to afford a cheap former racing horse. 

After playing polo around the world, Re- 
gas will play beach polo for the first time in 
the tournament. 

“Playing in front of all the people by the 
water with the city skyline will be really 
cool,” she said. “Taking all those horses into 
the city should be pretty exciting. They get 
excited too.” 

Once she started playing, she said the ex- 
citement kept bringing her back. 


“'Vbu can play all sorts of sports and the 
adrenaline rush is like none other,” she said. 
“There’s an clement of danger which contrib- 
utes to it too.” 

Unfortunately, that danger was too real for 
Wigdahl, who won’t play in the tournament 
after a horse he was riding had a heart attack 
and rolled over on him. His injuries from that 
accident required rotator cuff surgery. 

“But I’m putting a team in anyways to kick 
everybody’s ass,” he said.

Bulls star may play overseas 
if NBA negotiations drag 

Derrick Rose in somethii^ other than a Chicago uniform? Say it ain't so! 
It could be true, Bulls fans, but not in the way you might think. 
Fresh off a vacation to Bora Bora, the reigning NBA MVP saidliies- 
day that if the league lockout drags deep into the season, he will con- 
sider playii^ overseas. 

“Ves, I am taking into consideration that I might move overseas,” 
he said. “I don^t know where. I'here are a lot of great places overseas.” 
'Iwo sources close to Rose confirmed he has at least one concrete offer 
from an undisclosed foreign team and that 
preliminary discussions with several 
other teams have been held. One of 



those sources stressed that those opportunities would be pursued only 
if, first, regular-season games get canceled and, second, talks break down 
for an extended period. 

As of now, the first two weeks of training camp have been the only 
casualty of the NBA lockout, which began July u

Sunday Morning

Smile/s Boyfriend)” 

But "The Whole 
Love” isoT an ex- 
ercise in lengthy 
experimentation. 
Tracks 2-11 ail are 
three or four min- 
utes and change, 
finding the group 
as cohesive and in- 
spired as they have 
been in years. A 
Wilco record rarely 
feels so diverse, 
stretching from the 
playful ’60s organ 
of "I Might ’’ to the 
road ballad "Black 
Moon” to the quietly 
moving "Rising Red 
Lung.” 

This is a fulfilling, 
generous record 
that captures a 
band in control of 
everything it does 
best, able to pep- 
per straightforward 
songs with unusual 
arrangements and 
spin the genre wheel 
within songs. Glenn 
Kotche's flexible per- 
cussive stylings daz- 
zle again, and the 
album heaves with 
focus and warmth. I 
hope that’s here to 
stay.

Three days before Wilco was scheduled 
to leave Chicago to start its tour, the 
band was running through songs on its 
newest album, “The Whole Love.”The 
rehearsal, however, was momentarily 
delayed Percussionist Glenn Kotche 
was missing his “chicken paddle,^ The 
toy-turned-instrument is exactly as its 
name implies— a small paddle, adorned 
with wooden chickens. Shake it, and 
the chickens peck, although Kotche 
has modified it so the beaks hit a metal 
finger cymbal. 

“Fm sure iFs the first time someone 
brought a ehicken paddle onstage,” Kotche 
said. “I can take credit for that.” 

Among the ranks of Wilco's accomplish- 
ments in its 17 years of musical adventurous- 
ness it is, admittedly minor, but one that re- 
flects the playful camaraderie that went into 
making “The Whole TjOvc,” which dropped 
Tuesday. 

Wilco has never been shy about flirting 
with the unexpected, but not since looi^s 
breakthrough “Yankee Hotel Foxtrot” has 
the band so freely utilii^ed the studio, and 
never has the band sounded this consistently 
upbeat. “'Fhe Whole Love” is the sound of a 
veteran band rejuvenated. It's an album that 
seems directly aimed at silencing those who 
would dare write off Wilco's continued move 
into adulthood as that despicable thing: “dad 
rock.” 

“Tliis is a band that has chemistry, and 
that’s inexplicable,” Jeff Tweedy said during a 
break in the band’s loft-space kitchen, ^This 
is a band that has a certain amount of matu- 
rity, not just age-wise, but experience-wise, 
in terms of how many records everyone has 
made and been a part of This band couldn’t 


exist without having not settled for unsatisfy- 
ing and ungratifying or dysfunctional situa- 
tions before. Like relationships, I think a lot 
of bands go many, many years past where it is 
working in a functional way. We never had to 
do that.” 

In fact, the band beUeves it is entering its 
most productive period as a recording unit. 

“We can make a dozen different records if 
you stuck us in the studio tomorrow and gave 
us one week,” Kotche said. “We can make 
straight-up noise. We can make straight-up 
pop. can make a folk record. TTere’s so 
much we have that we haven't even touched 
upon, 

“On this [album] Jeff was very clear: Any 
ideas get explored,’ ” Kotche continued “It 
was more similar to the way 'Tankee' was 
made, with just layers of stuff I felt a lot more 
freedom to just mess around,” 


Tinkering on the new songs continued in 
the Icad-up to the band’s Sept. 13 gig in In- 
dianapolis. “Dawned on Me,” for instance, 
changed throughout the day Guitarist Nels 
Cline had purchased a used double-neck gui- 
tar for it, and the brief mid-section solo was 
growing longer and meaner with each take, at 
one point matching the pitch of a fire engine 
that roared down the Chicago streets. 

Hours earlier, John Stirratt was discussing 
Chicago’s top restaurants. Tweedy walked 
into the kitchen and interrupted with a ques- 
tion that came seemingly out of nowhere. 
“Are you guys talking about dad rock?” 

No, Stirratt said, and proceeded with his 
theory that Wndy City celebrity chefs, Rick 
Bayless and Paul Kahan among them, were 
the new rock stars. Tweedy looked skeptical, 
and then put his hands in the air in mock ad- 
miration. “That blueberry compote changed 


my life,” he yelled. 

Tweedy went on his way, however, before he 
could be asked about the phrase. 

Certain periods of Wilco’s history have 
fallen victim to the myth that suffering equals 
great art. TTie recording session for “T^nkee,” 
captured in the documentary “I Am Tiding 
to Break Your Heart,” was fraught with ten- 
sion. Tweedy and his late songwriting partner 
Jay Bennett were falling out, and the band 
was dumpicd by its label. ‘A Ghost Is Born” 
from 2004 is marked by aggressively claus- 
trophobic guitars, believed to be the result of 
Tweedy’s struggle with painkillers. 

Then “Sky Blue Sky” captured a more soul- 
ful side of Wilco. Media reaction focused 
heavily on how the band's frontman, now 44, 
was sober, happy and approaching middle age. 
T'he members of Wilco are acutely aware of 
criticism of the group after “Sky” and 2009’s 
“Wilco (The Album),” especially that imply- 
ing Wilco is aging tamely 

“Being a dad twice over now, that phrase 
makes no sense,” Kotche said. “My Hfe is so 
much more chaotic than it was beforehand. 
My life is chaos all the time. I understand the 
term means complacent, middle-aged and 
you have a house and a Itmiry car, but man, 
being a dad? I drink 10 times more than I did 
before.” 

Sansone said he knew early on that the 
follow-up to “Wilco (The Album)” would be 
a departure. He remembered a moment tour- 
ing for the latter when Tweedy spied him and 
keyboardist-computer ace Mikael Jorgensen 
mixing various Wlco side projects. 

“He said something to the effect of, 'Wow, 
for our next record we should make our “Sgt. 
Pepper’s.’ ” 

Tweedy winced when asked about it. “If 
I said that, I meant. The best record of all 
time.’ I feel that way every time. I don’t think 
there’s much fun in trying to make a good 
Wilco record. I think it’s really fun to measure 
yourself against ridiculous heights of glory, 
with the firmly rooted reality that reaching 
that is impossible.”
